We Must Measure up to the Standard---The Overcomers Do 


“For precept must be upon 
precept, precept upon pre- 
cept; line upon line, line up- 
on line; here a little and there 
a little.”

The victory is not neces- 


sarily to the strong or the 


wise, but to those who win.. 
Many contestants have 
thought that they possessed 
superior strength or wisdom, 
therefore went into the con- 
test carelessly, taking it tor 
granted that they were bound 
to win, and been defeated. 
Perhaps they were easily able 
to have. won, but their oppon- 
ent took advantage of some 
minor blunder or weakness 
and defeated them. So in 
this great contest for the prize 
the Lord has set before us 
some get careless, although 
they have in the past fought 
valiantly and come off many 
battlefields victorious, yet Sa- 
tan is taking advantage of 
them, arfd, notwithstanding 
the fact that they still cling to 
the doctrine and profess as 
they have in former days,and 
still have the outward form 
of godliness, there are 
some things in which 
they are sadly lacking. They 
are scarcely aware that the 
enemy has succeeded so well 
in overcoming them and de- 
feating their christian expe- 
rience. But they are defeat- 
ed, nevertheless, even if they 
do continue to pray, and tes- 
tify in public, teach a Sun- 
day School class, lead a 
prayer-meeting, or attempt to 
preach the gospel. 

Here are some of the marks 
of defeat, indications that you 
are not up to the standard: 

1. Carelessness with re- 
gard to prayer, prayer for 
yourself, without which you 
can never live the victorious 
life everywhere,prayer for ef- 
fectiveness in your work, 
prayer for your loved ones 
and those about you, prayer 
for the work in general and 
the Lord’s cause throughout 
the whole world. There is 
no use to deny or make ex- 
cuse if you are failing on this 
line your soul is lean and you 
are a weakling in the army 


of the Lord. 


2. Lack of divine love. 
Some persons are distasteful 
to you, and you can hardly 
treat them kindly, while those 
who please you and are your 
favorites you cannot do too 
much for them, or have them 
with you enough. Selfish 
love, human love. That love 
which holds with all, fills the 
heart and life, never faileth is 
to youa stranger. It may 
seem a small matter to you 
that you havn't love for all of 
God’s creatures and servants 
but it is a sign that is big 
enough fo show that you

tion would be such that it 
would never apply to them in 
any sense. But how sad that 
this is not the case. The 
tongue is an unruly member. 
Many who have professed 
holiness of heart, and even 
received their Pentecost have 
found this to be true, as they 
have not succeeded in brid- 
ling it and keeping it out of 
other people’s affairs. This 
is certainly a work of defeat 
which will disappear when 
we reach the overcomer’s 
life. May we hasten to that 
plain of experience. 

5. Minding the things of 
the world. Such a thing as 
this should never need to be 
mentioned even among the 





sanctified, but there are some 
who profess to be a little 
higher up who show some 
traits that can be traceable to 
nothing else but this evil, and 
it must be in the heart .or it 
would not show in the out- 
ward life.

After the assembly I went 
to Valdosta and worked in 
that vicinity till the last of 
January when brother Ander- 
son asked me to come up 
here and pastor this work. 


I left Valdosta, Ga. on the 
night of January 2st, stayed 
one night in Atlanta, came on 
to Culberson; N.C. which 
is the nearest railroad point to 
this section. On Sunday 
brother McGlamery sent his 
wagon after me. The first 
news I received on my arrfiv- 
al was that the church house 
was destroyed by fire on Sat- 
urday night. Itmade me 
think but not discouraged. 

After having a weeks meet- 
ing | began to learn the con- 
dition of things in the church. 
Several were using snuff and 
other things not Christlike ex- 
isting in the hearts of some 
of the members. A flock 
without a shepherd does not 
often succeed well. _I have 
a heart of pity and love rath- 
er than condemnation for such 
people. 

We went to work believ- 
ing that all things are possible 
with God and to him that be- 
lieveth, praying and _ talking 
with the members. I agree 
with brother Tomlinson that 
we need big praying these 
days.
